Shrinking Cities \^:-^

al figures Monday, the Census 
Bureau said population in many 
central cities declined sharply 
in the last decade. 


"Declines also occurred in the 


decade of the 1950s, but the 
number of cities showing popu- 
lation losses in the 1960s ap- 
pears to be greater than in the 
previous decade," the bureau 
said. 


The nation grew by more than 


25 million persons between 1960 
and 1970, to ^04.7 million. 


"Suburbanites now outnumber 


those living in central cities," 
the bureau said. More than 
three-fourths of the growth oc- 
curred in metropolitan' areas, 
"with suburban rings showing 
rapid and substantial population 
growth." 


Preliminary figures released 


earlier remained true indica- 
tors. They showed that 13 of the 
25 largest cities had lost popula- 
tion, including Chicago, Detroit 
and Baltimore. 


But, while population in many 


core cities dropped, the flight 
from the nation's countryside to 
metropolitan areas continued. 
The farm population, for exam- 
ple, declined by one-third since 
1960, from about 15 million to 10 
million. 


The trend toward creation of 


megalopolises, groups of vast 
population centers 
stretching 


across state lines in an almost 
unbroken pattern, continued. 


For example, in the dense 


corridor along the East Coast, 
more than one-sixth of the na- 
tion's people now live in a 450- 
mile strip running from Boston 
to Washington along the Atlan- 
tic Ocean and stretching 150 
miles inland.

About one thunderstorm in a 
thousand breeds a twister. 


As the thunderstorm moves 


along, tornadoes may form at 
intervals, travel for a few 
miles and dissipate. They 
generally move forward at the 
speed of the thunderstorm— 
from almost no motion to 70 
miles per hour. 


April, May and June are the 


peak tornado months in the 
Midwest. During this time, 
-warm, moist air is moving- 
into the area from the south,- 
while cool, dry air still surges 
in from the north and north- 
west.

Each year we try to 
scrape off as much as possible.

A: When it doesn't look like 


rain, generously apply strong 
weed killer. Try to keep it from 
leaking down over the roof 
edge. After it has had a good 
chance to work, follow in a 
couple of weeks with moderate- 
ly strong household bleach solr 
tion. which will kill the spores 
of future growth. 


Q' On two of my painted 


kitchen walls, there are very 
large areas of many hair-line 
cracks. Is there a paint which 
will cover these up? — Mil- 
waukee. 


A- Provided 
the 
cracks 


really ate hairline, just give 
the walls a good cleaning, to 
get rid of any traces of grease 
and dirt. Then another coat of 
the same wall paint (at most, 
two) should be all you need. If 
the cracks are much wider, 
there's a lot more work 
involved. 


Q: Where can I get the 


things they paste on painted 
steps so they won't be slip- 
pery? What are they called? 
_ Columbus. 


A: Called non-skid strips. 


You can get them in hard- 
ware stores, builder's sup- 
plies. They come in different 
widths, from the narrow one- 
inch for sticking to bottoms of 
burthtubs, to four, six and even 
more inches wide.

zite," after 
sanding.

keeps the fuzzy grain flat. At 
most paint stores. Made by 
V S Plywood Corp., 777 Third 
Ave , New York City 10022. 


Q' What is the best way to 


remove several layers of 
paint from a fieldstone fire- 
place? _ Worcester. 


A- This is such a difficult 


job it's reallly better to forget 
about it; or^Jput on another 
coat of paint whose shade you 
like better. You'll get the 
outer layers off, using liquid 
paint remover. But that un- 
derneath coat buried in the 
porous sfone may be a quar- 
ter-inch in. Try a thick, stiff 
poultice of powdered whiting 
and liquid paint 
remover. 


When dry, brush off and 
repe?t. And repeat. This may 
blot up a lot of the embedded 
pauit, but it's rarely 100 per 
cent effective.

In this 
day of growing unemployment 
and a continuing tightening of 
the dollar, the loss o: a job is 
something more than family 
breadwinners are m e r e l y 
reading about. 


Losing a job is one of the 


toughest blows a man has to 
take, in the opinion of psychia- 
trists, psychologists and job 
counselors. 


Dr. Alan H. Cristol, associ- 


ate professor of psychiatry at 
Temple University Hospital 
here calls the loss of a job "a 
terrible, castrating e x p e r I- 
ence." 


Means of Identity 


"It is very hard on a man's 


well-being, 
since in t h i s 


society a great part of a 
man's identity derives from 
his job," he said. "With his 
job gone, a man's 
entire 


equilibrium goes and suddenly 
the whole family is in a 
changed situation. 


"For a short time anyone 


can cope with this, but persis- 
tent unemployment can lead 
to devastation in a family. 


So what do you do? 
The experts are equally 


agreed that the new role of a 
wife is one that calls for self- 
discipline, courage and pa- 
tience. 


Dr. Cristol said that the 


most significant thing a wife 
can do is, to show her husband j 
that he is still loved and 
respected for himself and not 
for the job he was doing. 


Dr. Zygmut Piotrowski, di- 


rector of psychological re- 
search at Edward N. Hay in 
Philadelphia, suggests 
that 


the family try and absolve the 
husband of a sense of guilt, 
and not make him feel that he 
is blamed for having lost his 
job. 


Avoid Criticism 


"It is important for a wife 


to say nothing at all that 
could be interpreted as ad- 
verse criticism," said Dr. 
Piotrowski "there is no need 
to ask everyday if he has 


found a job. He'll tell her soon 
enough." 


Both Dr. Cristol and Mrs. 


Robert Speck, assistant coun- 
seling supervisor, P e n n s y 1- 
vania State Employment Ser- 
vice, commented on the wish 
or need of the wife to go to 
work herself. 


"To work herself and leave 


her husband at home could 
have a disastrous effect on a 
man and a woman," said Dr. 
Cristol. "Most people don't 
feel that their roles are inter- 
changeable. 


Mrs. Speck believes that in 


a situation where their roles 
are reversed, the opinion of 
men and women depends'on 
their entire outlook. 


"For a man whose wife is 


well educated," she said, "one 
who is a teacher or nurse, 
say, the change in areas of 
responsibility would depend on 
sound understanding in their 
marriage. In these circum- 
stances it would be quite a 
normal change for the wife to 
go out and work. 


"It would also depend on 


how long the family has lived 
in the United States. For first- 
generation Americans, it is 
hard to adjust to a woman 
working—her place is in the 
home. 


"But successive generations 


are quite wedded to the idea 
that women work in the 
world, and so would find it 
easier to accept the adjust- 


ment to a wife-breadwinner. 


"There are also those young 


people who have both worked 
for several years after their 
marriage. Here again, it is 
not difficult to have a wife 
working in the sort of state of 
emergency which a job loss 
brings." 


However, said Mrs. Speck,' 


the very first thing a wife 
should do is take a long hard 
look at the family's budget 
and see where she can pare 
it. 
"Read the newspaper ads 
with your husband, and say to 


him in an encouraging man- 
ner that you can live on less 
money," she said. "It might 
involve financial sacrifices, 
but a wife should be willing to 
make them.

property on which "New Hope 
Center" is to be built was 
presented to Calument County 
Day Care Services Inc. Monday. 


Gaylord Unbehaun, president 


of the organization, received the 
deed from Martin Bankert, act- 
ing president of the board of 
directors of Calumet Memorial 
Hospital. The presentation was 
made in a special ceremony at 
the Day Care Center hi Charles- 
ton. 


A one-story building providing 


services for the m e n t a l l y 
handicapped of Calumet County 
hi a pre-school program, young 
adult crafts program and a 
work activity program, will be 
built on the site. 


The new facility will be called 


"New Hope Center" to finance 
it, a capital funds drive has 
been set for Early 1971 with 
$150,000 as a goal, according to 
Unbehaun. The drive will be 
headed by the Rev. Quentin 
Moeschberger. Operational costs 
of the facilities will be funded 
by the State, Federal and 
County Governments. 


The center will provide full- 


year services in cooperation 
with the State Division of Men- 
tal Hygiene and Division of 
Family Service as well as the 
Calumet County Dept. of Social 
Services and local United Fund 
and Comunity Chests in Calu- 
met County. The project is 
being planned in cooperation 
with the Calumet County Asso- 
ciation for Retarded Children. 


It is expected that bids for 


construction of the building will 
be advertised in early January 
with construction to start in 
early spring and completion for 
the Sept., 1971 term.

Make County Zoning Effective 


One of the important developments in 


Madison lately was the endorsement by 
a joint legislative interim committee 
assigned to study local government 
problems and needs of a rewriting and 
strengthening of the state law that gives 
land use Zoning powers to county boards. 


The Wisconsin zoning law has been 


widely misunderstood. It is true that the 
state was one of the pioneers in this field, 
and that when it chose county boards to 
exercise the zoning function it chose 
wisely. Efficient or fair or acceptable 
zoning by a state agency, as some states 
have chosen, is difficult to provide under 
the best of circumstances and in 
Wisconsin with its strong devotion to 
local resolution of local problems when 
that is feasible it is difficult to visualize a 
state zoning authority that would be 
acceptable. 
' The idea of delegating such authority 
and others to county boards is more 
easily defended now, moreover, because 
counties at long last have county boards 
that are apportioned according to 
,population rather than governmental 
units, as the basic idea of representative 
government requires. 


But it has been insufficiently un- 


derstood that the county zoning function 
can be more nominal than real, and is in 
fact nominal in many situations. The 
explanation lies in the fact that the 
county zoning law can be applied only in 
those localities where local 
govern- 


ments, and notably towns, choose to 
approve the county ordinance. Towns 
have a veto power, in effect, because the 
county ordinance applies to land use 
only when the town board chooses to 
ratify it. 


The Wisconsin 
County Boards 


Association, supporting the legislative 
committee report, wisely reminds us 


that in an era when environmental 
protection issues have generated such a 
deep concern and popular interest, the 
county has become a more essential 
instrument and agent for protective and 
remedial measures. Zoning is obviously 
one of them, and in local government 
opportunity terms, the most vital of 
them. The current apprehension about 
solid waste disposal — in this affluent 
and profligate society — illustrates 
nicely. 


City after city in Wisconsin is facing 


a v/aste disposal dilemma, as in finding 
suitable sites for sanitary landfills, until 
now the most practicable .means of 
meeting the problem. But cities must 
search outside their own boundaries in 
the typical instance for such sites. 


The problems cannot be resolved by 


intergovernmental compacts, as the 
evidence has shown us. It can best be 
managed on a county, or even perhaps a 
regional basis, although the latter would 
present so many problems that the 
resolution of the immediate crisis would 
be dangerously delayed. The state has 
given counties the duty and authority to 
zone shorelands for the preservation of 
natural values, the prevention of water 
resource destruction, and the protection 
of public health and public recreational 
rights. It has delegated flood plain 
zoning responsibility to the county 
boards, without regard to the frequently 
parochial or short-sighted wishes of the 
rural towns. 


Scores of related issues will develop 


in the future, as the furor about land- 
fills recently has illustrated. The time 
has come to make the county land use 
zoning responsibility real rather than 
nominal, with the interests of both rural 
and urban folk within the 
county 


represented fairly. 


Automakers De emphasize Changes 


Worthy of note — and certainly of 


more than passing interest to car buyers 
already concerned about steadily 
mounting automobile prices — is a 
developing trend that should at least 
hold down soaring costs somewhat. 


Newsweek Magazine reports that the 


"annual" auto model change is a thing of 
the past. Actually, automakers have 
followed a three-year cycle, making, 
facelifting changes on a model the two 
years following its introduction. 


The programming 
now calls for 


redesigning to cover a longer span of 
time, five, perhaps six years between 
new models. 


Such a time schedule will, of course, 


work hardships 
on the advertising 


agencies. Accustomed as they are to 
sweeping statements about the im- 
provement in each year's auto over that 
of the previous year, they will now have 
to work even harder to get pe'ople to 


think that somehow the fact that a car is 
dated a year later is reason enough to 
trade. (We have always marveled that 
cars claimed to be so superior when they 
hit the market suddenly become so 
obsolete the moment the new crop 
arrives in the showrooms!) 


However,., that's the ad writers' 


problem. We suspect that the average 
car buyer is not nearly so much in- 
terested'in new styling as in the old 
prices. 


Of added note is an apparent em- 


phasis, at least by one major automaker, 
on producing cars manufactured with 
sufficient simplicity 
of replacement 


(fenders, for example) to permit the 
owner to do much repair work himself. 


Such a trend will surely be happily 


received, not only by the economy- 
minded, but also by the multitudes of car 
owners who would find relaxation in a 
little more do-it-yourself 
opportunity 


with their car. 


The U. N. Vote on Red China 


Some time ago The Post-Crescent 


commented that this might be the right 
year for some United States leadership 
in moving toward the admission of Red 
China to the United Nations while at the 
same time insisting that Taiwan be 
recognized as a government in itself. 
Except for some vague statements 
against the expulsion of the Nationalist 
regime without exactly opposing the 
admission of Peking, the United States 
played the caboose. And the vote in the 
General Assembly should have shaken 
up our representation. 


The United States introduced the 


usual resolution that the admission of 
Peking was an "important" matter and 
so would require a two-thirds vote. The 
resolution, which had to be adopted only 
by a majority, passed, but the margin of 
victory differed from last year. Those in 
favor dropped from 71 to 66; those op- 
posed increased from 48 to 52 and there 
were 7 abstentions rather than 4. 


The resolution to supplant the 


Nationalist regime on Taiwan with that 
of Peking which controls mainland 
China was introduced by Algeria. The 
measure passed by a majority vote of 51 
to 49 with 25 abstentions, but binee the 
two-thirds requirement was in effect it 


did not become policy. 


But there were some interesting vote 


changes that United States represen- 
tatives should have foreseen. Canada, 
Italy, Equatorial Guinea, Austria and 
Chile switched from abstention to 
support. Ten nations changed from 
opposition to abstention. Only two 
members of the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization — Greece and Turkey — 
voted with the United States in op- 
position. Such non-Communist nations 
as Britain, Austria, Ethiopia, France, 
India and Norway, considered our good 
friends, voted in favor of admission of 
Peking and 
the 
dropping 
of 
the 


Nationalist regime. Others, such as 
Ireland, Laos, Malaysia, Portugal and 
the Netherlands abstained. 


President Nixon has opened some 


doors -toward Peking or at least has 
apparently tried to. He has permitted 
the importation of some goods from 
mainland China. He has stated publicly 
that China should not remain isolated. 


But when it comes down to the real 


action, the President and his major 
advisors, have backed down. It may be 
that the next time the vote comes around 
it will be the United States rather than 
China that is isolated.

plausible and worthy can- 
didate for the Democratic 
presidential nomination two 
years hence has been con- 
spicuous mostly for the lack 
thereof. 


It is one of the charac- 


teristics of American politics 
that men tend to appear more 
suited, with respect to the 
highest nomination in national 
politics, in inverse relation to 
their direct acquaintance with 
the electorate. 


It is perhaps difficult for 


those tens of thousands of 
Wisconsin residents who have 
had their hands unexpectedly 
grabbed by the peripatetic 
senior senator in his tireless 
rounds of the supermarkets of 
Wisconsin (not to mention 
plant gates, athletic field 
entrances, • county 
fair 


grandstands and numberless 
other places where the en- 
franchised gather) to picture 
him in the context of the White 
House and all of its grandeur, 
power and responsibility. 
Familiarity breeds skepticism 
in this regard. 


Surprised by Nixon 


But there are doubtless also 


some residents of Whittier, 
Calif., who remain surprised 
at the idea that old acquain- 
tance Dick Nixon now sits in 
the principal seat of power in 
the world. There was also 
some disbelief in Minnesota 
when the gregarious Hubert 
Humphrey let his aspirations 
become known many years 
ago. And in libertyville, HI., 
when quiet neighbor Adlai 
Stevenson was originally 
boomed for advancement to 
the mightiest of the powerful 
places of the earth. 


But political parties are not 


controlled by sentimentalists. 


The test of a potential 


nominee is his "availability," 
a word that embraces a host of 
things, tangible and other- 
wise. 


On the face of it, Sen. 


Proxmire is at least as 
plausible a possibility, for 
early speculative purposes at 
a minimum, as some of his 
juniors in the Congress and 
some lesser known senators 
who are seriously talked about 
in the context of the 1971 
nomination of the Democrats 
in the national press. 


Rules Have Changed 


The rules on presidential 


nomination politics have 
abruptly changed. Once a 
senator was regarded as too 
vulnerable, having a roll call 


record on hundreds of difficult 
national 
issues. 
Gover- 


norships were the practice 
grounds for White House 
aspirants. Today governors 
are 
virtually 
ignored. 


Senators are regarded in both 
parties as the prime con- 
tenders 
for presidential 


tickets, notably, senators with 
hard proof of their vote- 
attracting capacity. 


There will be few men in the 


field at the national con- 
vention of his party in 1972 
who will be able to point to a 
percentage margin of re- 
election that would have been 
dismissed as impossible even 
here—before Proxmire rolled 
up his astounding 71 per cent 
sweep on Nov. 3. 


Less 
susceptible 
to 


measurement is his ac- 
ceptability by his party peers. 
He has deliberately chosen the 
path of the maverick in his 
Washington • career. Con- 
vention managers don't cotton 
to mavericks. He has offended 
large and powerful interests. 
He has achieved an enviable 
public reputation in his 
skilled, determined, and even 
courageous campaign against 
the Pentagon and its prac- 
tices. But he has an equivocal 
•record 
on 'many 
other 


questions which has brought 
him support from seemingly 
conflicting 
liberals 
and 


conservatives, but may not 
avail him much in a con- 
vention where party line 
fealty is an important con- 
sideration. 


Wisconsin Complication 
Notwithstanding, 
the 


Proxmire boomlet has all the 
signs of legitimacy, as 
Richard Cudahy, the volun- 
teer promoter of the idea, 
indicated the other day when 
he gave this reporter one of a 
limited edition of "Pros-for 
Prez" lapel buttons as a 
keepsake. Thus far Mr. 
Cudahy's candidate has said 
virtually nothing on his own 
account, although he has also 
done nothing to discourage the 
Cudahy committee. 


Such publicity, however 


casual, can only be beneficial 
in the eyes of a man who is 
congenitally unable to reduce 
the pace of his campaigning— 
even when the next Senate 
election is six years distant. 
But if he continues in that 
stance, he may pose an in- 
teresting dilemma for this 
state in about 18 months when 
the State Elections Com- 
mission under law will be 
obliged to list names on the 
presidential 
preference 


primary ballot of 1964 of those 
men it regards as "can- 
didates." 


Will the senator file the 


formal disclaimer then that he 
is entitled to file by law? If he 
does not, will the Muskies and 
Kennedys and Humphreys 
honor the old tradition that the 
"favorite son" is entitled to 
the delegation of his own state 
without a challenge by out- 
siders? These and other 
complications will keep Sen. 
Proxmire in the national 
news.
